This ap¬ 
propriation was exhausted in a few 
weeks and there is now due the 
various towns about $30,000 and 
noses still coming in. The Legisla¬ 
ture will doubtless lose no time in 
repealing their act when a treaty of 
peace forever terminating the porcu¬ 
pine law will be in order.

New Type of Compass.* 

M. Heit, a rench inventor has de¬ 
vised anew type of compass, which 
is of an automatic nature. The di¬ 
rection of the compass by this ar¬ 
rangement is automatically register¬ 
ed minute by minute, so that by con¬ 
sulting the chart the ship’s officers 
can ascertain the route traveresd at 
any time during the passage. The 
compass card, instead of having at 
its centre an agate resting on a fixed 
steel point, is fixed on a tteel pivot 
which rests on a fixed agate. The lat¬ 
ter is immersed in a drop of mercury, 
which serves to conduct the current 
of electricity that makes the regis¬ 
tering of the movements of the ap¬ 
paratus possible.—Indianapolis News.'

Treatment Should Rule. 

Nearly every dairy has. ts quotum 
of kicking cows, and every cow in the 
land is liable to switch her tail across 
a milker’s face during fly time. The 
human irritation aroused thereby re¬ 
buts on the herd, to its positive in¬ 
jury. There are two classes of kick¬ 
ing cows—those habitually inclined 
that way, like a balky horse, and 
those that only use their rear hoofs 
in an offensive manner to resent fan¬ 
cied or real provocation. Nothing but 
the gentlest and kindest treatment 
should.rule in the dairy; so, to cure a 
cow of this disagreeable habit, a 
brusque manner should be avoided. 
To milk an inveterate kicker, treat 
her as you would a heifer. Give her 
no chance whatever to use her heels. 
Put a broad strap ai'ound her hind 
legs over the gambrels, and, drawing 
them snugly together, buckle it tight. 
Place her in a stanchion next to the 
wall, and from a ring in the latter let 
a long strap depend, which, after pass¬ 
ing around her right flank, draw taut 
to the stanchion braces near her head. 
The cow is then practically helpless 
so far as any vicious manifestations 
are concerned. Sit down quietly to 
milk her, and speak soothingly and 
reassuringly. If the cow struggles to 
free herself, calm her fears by a gen¬ 
tle pat of the hand and a persuasive 
tone of voice. Milk her in the same 
place and under the same restraint 
day after day, and in a few weeks or 
months she can be cured of kicking. 
The meekest cows sometimes tempor¬ 
arily contract the habit of kicking in 
defense of abuse from some senseless 
milker. Trea^ them impassionately 
and be perfectly indifferent to their 
tendency to be light heeled. In a very 
short time they will be permanently 
cured. If cows switch their caudal ap¬ 
pendages in your face in an attempt 
to brush off flies, don’t amputate the 
offending members, as some do, but 
affix to the side of the milking stool 
a short strip of tough wood, divided 
by a spring slit, after the manner of 
a strictured clothes-pin. Have the 
opening of the slit turned backward, 
and into it; when sitting down to milk, 
draw the brush of the cow’s tail. Cow’s 
tails should never be cut off, as it is 
a wicked, brutal custom,- depriving the 
animal of its means of self-defense 
against insects. Humanity and kind¬ 
ness go as far in making a dairy pro¬ 
fitable as nutritious food.

In selecting 
j lumber for siding, it is best to choose 
' boards of a uniform width to facilitate 
! the breaking of joints, 
j In constructing a roof for a house 
1 in the colder latitudes one of two 
courses must be pursued, either to 
cejl the inside with some material to 
exclude drafts or to place the roof 
boards close together and cover thor¬ 
oughly with tarred paper before shing¬ 
ling. The ordinary shingle roof is 

loo open for windy weather when 
the mercury ,is at or below the zero 
mark. The fowls will endure severe 
weather without suffering from frost¬ 
ed combs or wattles if there are no 
drafts of air. Hens will lay well dur¬ 
ing the winter months if the houses 
are warm enough so that the single 
comb varieties do not suffer from frost 
bite. Whenever the combs or wattles 
are frozen, the loss in decreased egg

A MOVABLE BROODER. 


The cut represents a cheap and ef¬ 
ficient method of building a poultry 
house with a hollow side wall. The 
sill may be a 2 by 6 or 2 by 8 scant¬ 
ling, laid flat on the wall or founda¬ 
tion; a 2 by 2 strip is nailed at the 
outer edge to give the size of the 
space between the boards which con¬ 
stitute the side walls.

A Convenient Milking Stool. 

In milking, or any other kind of 
work in which a low sitting position 
is required. Our illustration shows 
one that any one handy with tools can 
make. The- seat consists of the bot¬ 
tom of a peach basket;, the single leg 
is- made of a round piece of wood se- 


scantling set edgewise forms the 
plate, and to this the hoards of the 
side walls nailed. These boards 
may be of rough lumber if economy 
in building is desired. If so, the inner 
boarding should be nailed on first and 
covered with tarred building paper 
on the side that will come within the 
hollow wall when the building is com¬ 
pleted. This building paper Is to be 
held In place with laths or strips of 
thin boards. 


Keep Poultry House Clean. ’ 
The fowls will spend a good deal 
of time in their house, during the wet 
weather, the place therefore should 
be made as clean as possible. Sparred 
floors are sometimes recommended as 
helping to keep the fowls dryer and 
cleaner. These can be made of ash 
or other poles three inches in diame¬ 
ter, split and nailed securely six inch- 
apart,- flat side down, to two joists 
made of the same material, only rath¬ 
er thicker. They should be made in 
two or three separate pieces, So that 
they can be taken up more easily 
when the floor is cleaned. They 
should not quite touch the sides. Some 
dry earth or ashes sprinkled over the 
spars prevents dirt adhering’to the 
feet of the fowls. Feather plucking 
and eating are apt to be indulged In 
when the birds are crowded together 
during the wet weather. 


POULTRY POINTERS. 


Any variety of fowl will .‘become 
wild and deteriorate in other respects 
(though pure blooded) If allowed to 
run wild and not managed and cared 
for as they should be, 


Many farmers who keep a pure "breed 
of fowl are not prepared to separate 
the males from the females, but when 
possible to do this both develop bet¬ 
ter. 


One trouble with many farmers is 
they have not yet learned that it pays 
to advertise poultry as well as pro¬ 
ducts of the farm, 


A Notable Cure. 

Notable cures of milk fever are nu¬ 
merously repotted to the agricultural 
press. One late Instance mentioned 
Is that of a fine cow which was given 
up to die, A bicycle pump was used 
to pump tile four quarters of the 
udder full of air at night and the next 
day the cow was ready for her feed, 
and recovered fully. 


To Make Hens Lay. 

If the hens don’t lay, turn them out 
and let them dig and hunt in the 
ground for food, is the advice of T, 
F. McGrew, In the Country Gentle¬ 
man. Bury small grain where they 
will find it When they dig, This Will 
induce them to hunt, and While thus 
employed, they will find bugs and 
worms that will quicken the produc¬ 
tion of eggs. It Is well to follow this 
plan as soon as the Spade will turn the 
ground, for It adds vigor and Strength 
to the hens aiid insures, healthy 
chicks. The lazy, idle hen is of no use 
but to sit about and eat and grow fat. 
If she will not work, she will not lay. 
If she will not lay, lier life should end, 
and Iter fat Carcass grace -the table, 
You Can always rest assured that the 
Indolent hen is a non-producer; soon 
she becomes too fat to lay, and too 
tough to ho eaten.

Simple, Cheap and Easily Made Coop 
for Young Chicks. 

In designing poultry houses, the im¬ 
portant matter of.having a separate 
apartment for young chickens is gen¬ 
erally overlooked, and the little fel¬ 
lows are obliged either to take their 
chances among the large fowls, or he 
placed in a small coop—often an open, 
temporary affair — outside. During 
pleasant weather these makeshift 
coops answer very well, and the chick¬ 
ens thrive; hut a week of cold, stormy 
weather works sad havoc among 
them. A strong, healthy chick just 
out of the shell, if it comes of good 
stock, is worth five cents, and with 
good care it is worth double that 
amount at the end of a week. Hence, 
It is evident that it will pay the poul¬ 
try-keeper to provide good accom¬ 
modations for them. 

Another point not generally borne 
in mind by farmers who raise poul¬ 
try, is that a good, fat hen may just as 
well hatch two sittings of eggs asoone. 
If plenty of food and water Is kept 


where she can have easy access' to 
them, and her mot is thoroughly 
cleansed, fumigated, and lined with 
clean straw- when the second sitting is 
placed under her, she will continue 
to sit faithfully, and come off with 
ner second brood of chickens healthy 
and strong. To enable one hen to pro¬ 
perly care for two broods of, say thir¬ 
teen chicks each, or twenty-six ifi all, 
she must be provided with a warm, 
dry coop—one that can readily be 
moved about, can be cleaned out with¬ 
out greatly disturbing her, and will 
protect her from the attacks of prowl¬ 
ing vermin. 

This coop is thirty inches wide and 
seven feet long. The sides are shaped 
from two boards twelve inches wide, 
and it Is divided into three compart¬ 
ments by sliding doors, s, s; 1 i 3 
the brooding compartment. It is thir¬ 
ty inches square and is lined with 
building felt, and bedded with straw 
beaten soft. The top ponsists of a 
close-fitting lid fastened with hinges. 
A small ventilator in each side is cov¬ 
ered with wire screen and fitted with 
sliding covers. 2 is the feeding com¬ 
partment, twenty-four by thirty inches 
covered with glass, and contains two 
feed throughs which are attached to 
the sides. Compartment 3 is. thirty 
inches square, has no floor, and is cov¬ 
ered with wire netting. It may be 
placed over any little patch of grass 
or other green stuff for the chicks to 
feed upon. The wheels are sawed out 
of two-inch oak stuff, and may be tired 
with hoop iron if desired. In cold 
or stormy weather only the door be¬ 
tween compartments 1 and 2 is open¬ 
ed. In fine weather both doors are 
raised, and the chicks have the run 
of the nest and feed-room when theso 
are to be cleaned out. 

This coop is simple, cheap, easily 
made, and will give excellent satisfac¬ 
tion. Chickens kept in it will ne’ther 
be chilled to death by cold weather, 
drowned by sudden storms, nor de¬ 
stroyed by prowling vermin. Tt Is 
easier managed than an artificially 
heated brooder, while it, is totally free 
from the accidents to which they are 
constantly liable.
